held S atuaday night in Gainesville 
and the following rep o rt appeared in 
S u n d ay ’s D allas News: 
“ At the smoker tendered the citi­ 
zens by the commercial club here last 
night the possibility of Gainesville 
building a ra ilro a d with capital to 
connect with the F o rt W orth and 
Denver at Decatur ana the Chicago 
aud Rock Island at some other point 
southwest of here, took definite shape 
and such a road now seems assured. 
It has been figured th at $500,000 will 
complete the ro ad , and twelve men of 
the city signed a contract to put up 
$425,000 if the other citizens would 
raise the rem aining $75,000 in sixty 
days.

Denison, Texas, Feb. 27.—The m an­ 
agement of the Texas Nut company, 
which established a $25,000 peanut 
factory here 
last year, is making 
special efforts to increase the peanut 
acreage in Texas in order that the 
factory may run the year round. 
F a r ­ 
mers all over the state are being noti­ 
fied th at the company will make con­ 
tracts now to pay 70 cents per bushel 
for all Spanish peanuts delivered at 
the factory, or more in case the m ar­ 
ket price is above that figure when the 
crop is harvested. 
The claim is made 
that peanuts in Texas will yield more 
per acre than the cotton crop, and 
that the chances of failure are far less 
for peanuts than for cotton. 
The pea­ 
nut factory was compelled to cease 
operations the first of this year be­ 
cause of the lack of raw m aterial.

Shortage In Cadets. 
More cadets are needed at West 
Point, and Colonel Scott, superintend­ 
ent of that institution, was here re­ 
cently conferring with the secretary 
of war and the committees of congress 
concerning the best way to get them.

Tile calendar reform proposed b y 1

two in the year,” writes the author, 
of the scheme. 
“The first day of ev­ 
ery week, month and year will be 
Monday. The thirteenth month, which 
will follow December, will be named 
Trecember. 
Between Trecember 28 
and Jan. I there will be one extra day. 
and this will be known as New Year’s 
day. 
Every four years there would 
be two days between Trecember 28 
and Jan. I, aud these might be holi­ 
days. 
Every month would have four 
Mondays, four Tuesdays, etc., and ev­ 
ery year would have fifty-two Mon­ 
days, Tuesdays, etc. Through all time 
the first, eighth, fifteenth and twenty- 
second days of every month would be 
Monday and the second day of every 
month Tuesday, etc. The architect of 
this new calendar would have it go 
into effect in 1912. He says. “July 14, 
a Sunday, would mark the end of the 
first half of the year, and for ail time 
the week, the month, the year and the 
century would end on Sunday.”

Roast Rabbit. 
Put the rabbit into the kettle whole 
without dividing the jdeeea from the 
body 
Pour in one quart of water, 
add a little pinch of soda when it 
starts to boil, and stew gently until 
tender. 
When tender take from the 
broth. 
Meantime mix together three 
large cupfuls dried breadcrumbs, but­ 
ter the size of a walnut and salt, pep 
per and sage to taste. Pour enough of 
the broth over this to mix rather soft. 
Stuff the rabbit, lay in a pan, spread 
with butter, sprinkle with salt and 
pepper and bake to a rich brown in a 
moderate oven. 
It will not take over 
a few minutes. 
Make a good brown 
gravy, adding onion browned in but­ 
ter if desired. 
A little onion may be 
also added to the dressing, according 
to preference.

HINTS FOR FARMERS 


Care of Stable Manure. 
Briefly, 
there are a 
few 
methods 
which eau easily be employed by every 
farm er which will result in giving him 
the largest value for his manure, writes 
au Illinois farm er in the New England 
Homestead. 
In the first place, other 
things being equal, m anure results in 
greatest benefit if applied as made by 
the use of some kind of a m anure 
spreader. 
Probably the best method is 
to load the m anure from the stable 
every day upon a m anure spreader and 
haul it to the fields. 
lf this cannot be done the next best 
thing is to provide a shed for the ma­ 
nure adjacent to or close to the barn, 
clean out the stables every morning and 
throw the m anure iii under the shed. 
Here it will be protected from the rain, 
and if hogs are permitted to run in the 
shed every day the m anure will be 
worked over, fire fanging will be pre­ 
vented, the materials will be thorough­ 
ly mixed and rotting encouraged. 
Of 
course the shed should be so arranged 
that if any liquid m anure develops it 
will not run off and be lost, 
lf a liq­ 
uid manure cistern can be provided ad­ 
jacent to the m anure shed, all the bet­ 
ter. 
Here the liquid m anure can be 
collected and eventually taken out and 
distributed. 
If the m anure in the shed 
show’s a tendency to tire fang or dry 
out, wet it thoroughly. 


To Clean White Woolen Shawls. 
Spread over a table a sheet or table­ 
cloth 
On this place the shaw l to be 
cleaned, powder it all over with finely 
ground starch, fold it up, powdering 
it well at each fold, press w’ell to­ 
gether, 
leave 
it 
for several 
hours 
w rapped up in the sheet or tablecloth, 
then well squeeze and rub together 
w ith both hands and shake off the 
starch thoroughly. 
If carefully done 
the shawl should look as fresh and 
W’hite as w’hen new. 


Homemade Broom Holder. 
In all well regulated households there 
is usually found a place for the broom, 
duster, dustpan and carpet beater. The 
accom panying sketch shows a holder 
th a t will provide a place for each one 
of these articles and keep them where 
they may be found when wanted. 
T he holder is made from a board an 
inch thick, about three inches wide and 
fourteen inches long. The ends are cut 
down so as to make them an inch 
square, leaving the center full width 
of the board, with a notch cut in it to 


Roup In the Poultry Pen. 
At the first sign of roup the bird 
should be removed from the flock and 
put alone, says the American Culti­ 
vator. 
The w ater vessels should be 
thoroughly cleaned and refilled with 
w ater containing a few drops of car­ 
bolic acid. 
Place the affected bird in 
a 
warm, dry place and 
free from 
drafts, with dry sand on the tloor. 
Give w arm stim ulating food. 
Com­ 
mence treatm ent by giving a spoonful 
of castor oil. 
Wash the nostrils, eyes 
and other affected parts with a solu­ 
tion of chlorinated soda diluted with 
twice its bulk of water. 
Repeat this 
several times a day. 
Kerosene should 
be freely used about the head of a 
roupy fowl. 
Inject the kerosene ii..- 
the nostrils with a small spring bot­ 
tom oil can. 
Give the following twice 
a day: Balsam copaiba, one ounce; 
licorice in powder, one-half ounce; pip- 
erine in powder, one dram ; add mag­ 
nesia enough to make pills and divide 
into sixty parts. 
Generally under this 
treatm ent the bird will recover if not 
too badly affected before treatm ent is 
commenced, 
lf the bird recovers do 
not return it to the flock at once, but 
keep it on a tonic for some time.

One cup of sugar creamed with one 
0«p of butter, one-bulf cup of milk, 
two well beaten eggs, one teaspoonful 
of cinnamon, erne cupful of raisins. 
on© cupful of nuts, one cupful of flour 
and one teaspoonful of baking powder 
and three cupfuls of oatmeal. 
Mix 
thoroughly and drop on greased tins, 
baking in a moderate oven. 


Alfalfa For Brood Mares. 
T housands of brood mares have for 
their almost sole ration alfalfa hay. 
Alfalfa hay and corn form nearly a 
balanced ration in themselves, writes 
J. E. W ing in the Breeder’s Gazette. 
Do not overdo the matter, but feed 
alfalfa in limited supply, lf the mares 
are given daily no more than one 
pound of alfalfa hay for each hundred 
pounds of their own weight, the hay 
will do them no harm, but only good. 
If they require a little more rough­ 
ness than that, m ake it up by feeding 
bright corn fodder or prairie hay. Do 
not overfeed with corn either. 
A mod­ 
erate corn ration inclining to sm all­ 
ness will give best results. 
Pregnant m ares ought to have ample 
chance for exercise and should come 
to foaling time well nourished, strong 
aud not too fat. 
Then they will have 
safe delivery and suckle their colts 
well. 
No pregnant female should have 
moldy hay o r grain. 


Weed Seeds In Manure. 
Under an act of congress the dep art­ 
ment of agriculture is authorized to 
examine commercial feeds and grass 
seed and publish the nam es of dealers 
who sell adulterated seeds, says A mer 
lean Cultivator. 
A number of expert 
ment stations have gone the depart­ 
ment one better, more especially the 
Vermont station, which has purchased 
commercial feeding stuffs, fed them to 
cattle and other live stock, and then 
by planting the faeces shown how dan­ 
gerous it is for the farmer to throw 
the manure broadcast over the farm 
and produce the following year an 
abundant crop of weeds.
